He received his Wings in Canada in June 1942 
and proceeded overseas in August as Pilot Officer. He commenced operations early in 1943 when he 
was promoted to Flying Officer. He was killed on bombing operations over Germany May 30-31, 
1943. He is buried in Venlo Cemetery, Holland. He was posthumously awarded Operational Wings of 
the R.C.A.F.

INTERESTING FACTS PERTAINING TO THE SCHOOL 

1837: School founded by the Rev. Lucius Doolittle. 

1842: Doolittle hands School over to Edward Chapman who brought 5 or 6 boys from Lundy's 
School in Quebec . 

1843: J. Auldjo was at the School. He was a captain at the battle of Chilianwallah, the 

second Sikh War, 1848-49. He performed heroic deeds. Later, he became a major-general 
and died in Scotland, 1882. 

1845: School taken over by Bishop's College. 

1849: Boys have to provide their own bedding, towels, knives, spoons, forks. 

1854: The College closes School. 

1855: Col. Penton, and Old Boy, was wounded in the Crimean War. 

1857: School re-opened by Rev. James Williams. (His great-grandson, J. Williams, entered the 
Prep in 1945) . 

1861: The School moved from village (west of St. George's Church) to College grounds. Rifle 
Corps founded by Capt . Rawson -- the first School cadets in Canada. 



1866: Rifle Corps ordered to take part in Fenian Raids -- as a result, received Battle 
Colours. Change of uniform -- corps now part of 53rd. Regiment (Sherbrooke) . 

1867: Fife and drum band added to Rifle Corps. 

1868: In April, Rifle Corps went to Montreal to the funeral of D'Arcy McGee . 

1874: Fire destroyed School buildings and all Rifle Corps equipment. Consequently, there was 
no Corps for 5 years. The Old Boys' Prize founded for English Literature. 

1878: Bedding First supplied by the School. 

1879: Revival of Rifle Corps under new name of Cadet Corps. 

1880: First publication of School Magazine in May. 

School moves to Magog due to epidemic of typhoid fever. 

1881: Cadet Corps at low ebb for 9 years -- arms only, no uniforms nor officers. 

1883: For the first time, the offices of Principal of the College and Rector (Headmaster of 
the School) were united in one man. 

1888: The new Bishop Williams Wing added to the School. 

1891: First regulations re: clothes to be worn by the boys at the School. Fire again destroys 
buildings -- second loss by Cadet Corps of arms and equipment. 

1892: Separation of the principalship of College and Rector of School. 

1894: Second revival of Cadet Corps. 

1895: Death of Edward Chapman who was the Bursar at College and who had taken over the School 
in 1842. 

1901: Lt . B. Webster won the Victoria Cross in the Boer War. He left the School in 1897. 

1904: Prep School organised -- Tyson Williams the first Headmaster. 

1912: School independent of the College -- first time in 67 years. 

1916: First sod turned for the new School on Moulton Hill. 

1917: Ski Club started. 

1918: New School opened by the Governor-General, the Duke of Devonshire. Occupied by the 
Prep only. 

1920: S.P. Smith appointed Headmaster. 

1922: Upper School vacates college buildings and occupies the School. 

1924: The Earl Grey Trophy -- best Cadet Corps in Canada -- won for the first time. 

1925: The Memorial Rink built from plans drawn by the Headmaster. 

1927: Earl Grey trophy won for the second time. 

1929: S.P. Smith received a D.C.L. from Bishop's University. 
Earl Grey trophy won for the third time. 

1931: C.G.M. Grier appointed Headmaster. 
Cadet Corps in blue uniforms. 

1934: Earl Grey trophy won for the fourth time. 
The Choir in scarlet cassocks. 

1935: The School's first Rhodes Scholar: C.L.O. Glass (Bishop's University). 

1936: F.W. Ross Infirmary completed. 

Affiliation of Cadet Corps with the Black Watch (R.H.R.) Montreal. 



1937: The Centenary Festival. 

Grant Hall Building (new Prep School) completed. 
Chapman House and Williams House first used for boys. 

1938: School Theatre Built. 

Earl Grey Trophy won for the fifth time 

1939: 1st. production of "Pirates of Penzance". 

1940: 2nd. Rhodes Scholar -- P.T. Molson 
1st. production of "lolanthe". 

1941: Chalet, Senior boys' common room, built.
